The  District  Board  of  the  Burley 

Tobacco  Society  met  in  tliis  city  at 
iO  :oO  o'clock  Tuesday  morning  ui 
regular  session.-  Most  of  the  day  was 
consumed  in  hearing  reports  from  the 
different  counties.  These  *  reports 
show  that  in  most  of  the  counties  in 
the  Hurley  District  the  tobacco  has 
been  }>acked  and  is  ready  for  ship- 
ment, while  the  remainder*  the  work 
of  packing  has  been  hindered  on  ac- 
count of  diy  weather. 

^^  oi  k  at  all  ))oint.s  is  beiyg  puslied 
as  rapidly  as  possible  and  with  fav- 
orable weather  for  the  next  three 
weeks  the  1906-7  crop  will  be  dis- 
posed of. 

Speculators  Are  Checked. 

Some  trouble  is  reported  in  some 
of  the  counties  from  holders  of  pool- 
ed tobacco  selling  their  eertifloate  to 
speculators.  The  Boards  of  Control 
of  these  counties  have  knowledge  of 
the  situation  and  say  that  they  bare 
put  a  stop  to  the  nractice. 

The  contract  signed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  when  the  big  sale  was 
made  to  the  American  Tobacco  Com- 
»)any  and  the  independent  buyers  was 
read  and  ratified  by  the  full  couuuit- 
tee. 

When  the  first  big  sales  of  the  1906 
crop  were  made,  10  per  cent  of  the 
money  was  held  in  the  different  banks 
as  an  equalization  fund,  in  case  it  he- 
came  necessary  to  sell  the  remainder 
of  the  crop  at  lesa  than  graded  pric- 
es. 

As  the  whole  crop  has  been  sold  at 
full  prices  this  was  not  needed  and 
four-fifths  of  this  money  is  ^eady 
for  disbnrsemmt  which  the  commit- 
tee has  ordered  done  and  the  money 
is  being  dLstribated  as  rapidlj  as 
possible. 

The  board  is  in  session  and  the 
manner  of  distributing  the  money 
will  be  determined.  It  is  believed 
tliat  the  money  will  be  paid  out  from 
time  to  time  as  the  tobacco  is  de- 
livered, instead  of  waiting  ajid  dis- 
tributing the  eash  at  one  time. 

What  to  do  in  regard  to  the  1909 
crop  as  yet  has  not  been  discussed 
and  there  is  a  disposition  among  a 
j^reat  many  of  the  delegates  to  take 
no  steps  in  that  direction  nofw,  as 
they  say  the  meetiiig  this  week  is 
one  of  joUifieation  and  ooogratola- 
tion.

President  Wants    Larger  Voiunteer 
Fighting  Force — Cullom 
PifsORts  BiH. 


Match  Maker  Joins  Issue  With  Ratt« 
road  Magnate  and  Advo- 
cates Reduction. 


Washington.    Dec.  9. — ^An  emei^ 

gency  volunteer  army  measure  v.-a? 
advocated  by  President  Roosevelt^  in 
a  special  message  sent  to  congress, 
and  the  draft  of  the  bill  aoemnpany- 
ing  the  message  was  introduced  la 
the  senate  by  Mr.  Cullom.  The  pres- 
ident says  the  bill  is  intended  to  re- 
place the  present  law,  which  was 
placed  on  the  statute  books  "riece- 
meal  and  hurriedly,  jiartly  on  the  e>e 
of  the  war  with  Spain  and  partly 
after  hostilities  had  actually  coiu- 
menced." 

After  declaring  the  present  law  to 
be  fsnl^  and  whcrily  inadequate  to  a 
speedy  and  proper  organisation  of  a 
volunteer  torn,  the  president  sajrs 
the  bm  i^tqposed,  which  was  drawn 
under  the  supervision  ot  the  ohief  df 
staff  of  the  army,  has  the  uearty  aj^ 
proval  of  the  war  department. 

The  message  says  further:  "It  is 
designed  to  afford  the  complete  ma- 
chinery by  which,  should  we  be  con- 
fronted with  a  foreign  war,  the  ex-  i 
ecutive  power  could  proceed  at  once 
I  to  transform  enthusiastic  and  patri- 
otic citizens  into  efficient  and  organ- 
ised soldien.  Happily  there  is  at 
presoit  no  elond  upon  oor  horlaaii, 
but  that  very  fact  allorda  us  the  Tary 
best  opportnnity  to  proeeed  with  de- 
liberation and  care  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  laws  adequate  and  indispens- 
able for  our  possible  war  needs." 

It  is  pointed  out  by  the  president 
that  the  proposed  measure  would  not 
call  for  a  dollar's  expenditure  during 
the  years  of  peace,  and  its  enactment 
into  law  now  "would  merely  be  to 
place  at  the  disposal  of  the  executive 
power  machinery  whereby,  should 
war  threaten,  the  means  to  wage  it 
ooold  be  swiftly  brons^t  into  being." 

Th«  biU  is  elastic;  nnier  its  pro- 
visions a  force  of  2,000,000  men  coold 
be  raided  as  well  as  one  of  50,000. 


Bills  Introduced  in  Congress. 

WashlngtcHi,  Dec  0. — In  both  house 
and  senate  a  number  of  bills  were  in- 
troduced, and  in  the  house  a  number 
were  sent  to  conference,  among  them 
being  one  providing  for  a  new  immi- 
gration station  In  Boston.  For  the 
first  time  during  the  present  con- 
gress there  was  a  call  of  the  commit- 
tees of  the  house,  but  no  measure 
was  reported  by  any  of  them.  The 
■dsoeHuMons  wotk  of  the  senate 
ooBsistod  Ik  the  main  of  the  ref^ 
erence  hi  ezseutlva  session  of 
about  1J600  recess  nominations, 
which  were^esft  to  the  senate  by  the 
president,  and  the  adoption  of  resolu- 
tions of  regret  on  account  of  the 
death  of  members  of  the  house  w)io 
have  passed  away  since  adjournment.

C.  Brown,  senior 
vice  president  of  the  New  York  Cea> 
tral  lines,  delivered  an  elaborate  pM 
for  the  participation  of  the  railroads 
in  the  country's  prosperity,  while 
Ohio  C.  Barber,  president  of  the  Dla> 
mond  Match  company,  vehementty 
asserted  that  instead  of  contemplai» 
ing  increase  freight  rates,  which  pe^ 
hmM  nltimately  go  Ikrongh  toam 
American  heiress  to  "oirieh  toMltft 
noblemen "  the  roads  shoold  bo  «sl> 
eslating  now  great  a  reduction  theH 
should  in  fairness  make  to  shippers. 

Mr.  Barber  in  his  address  referred 
several  times  to  Mr.  Brown,  declaim 
ing  that  the  latter  In  his  att<'mpts  to 
educate  the  public  to  a  belief  that 
hi.t;her  rates  are  ntc(>ss;iry,  "perhaps 
is  taking  his  cue  from  the  late  P.  T« 
Barnum,  who  said  the  pubUe 
fond  of  being  humbugged." 

"William  H.  VanderbtK.**  saM 
Barber,  "who  saeceeded  bis  tellMr» 
the  Commodore,  wiU  the  MMfH 
brain  and  abiUty,  reeognlaedf  tkm 
public  with  the  words  tiM  pnblle  h9 
danmed,'  and  the  public  has  bMA 
damned  eversince." 

Mr.  Barber  declared  that  ;it  the  be- 
ginning of  the  panic  last  winter  tho 
railroads  <lis(  haii;i  d  a  greater  pro* 
portion  of  men  than  any  other  indus- 
try,  and  accentuated  the  results  ot 
the  panic  by  cutting  off  repairs  and 
purchases  in  every  direction,  and 
tried  to  blame  conditions  on  Prssip 
dent  Roosevelt,  whon  tfeoy  mmmA 
OC  creating  them. 

Mr.  Brown's  address  presentsd  % 
careful  review  of  the  increase  In  Ito 
price  of  every  commodity  within  thiO 
last  ten  years,  save  alone  freight 
rates,  which  he  said  had  lagged  be- 
hind. He  said  that  if  the  expend- 
itures of  the  railroads  for  1907  could 
have  been  made  at  prices  obtaining 
in  1897,  the  railroads  of  the  country 
would  have  saved  $676,000,000.  Ho 
stated  that  during  the  past  tea 
months  the  railroads  have  been  mak> 
ing  the  most  painstaking  investiflp 
tion  and  anidysls  of  their  own  oondh 
tioa  ever  made.  He  confirmed  tfe* 
charge  made  a  year  ago,  that  ttotk 
1898  to  1908  freight  rates  had  besA 
advanced  on  897  articles,  but  he  add* 
ed  that  in  the  same  time  they  had 
been  reduced  on  876  articles,  and 
that  the  uet  result  was  a  rfdnctiatl 
in  rates  of  10. G9  per  cent.

Rumors  are  again  current  that  BaroB

MSCUSSES  RACE  PWBUI 


iays  Negr»  l«  Essential  to  Industrial 

Progress  of  South  and  Advocates 
Education  as  Means  of  Correcting 
Evi!8 — AdvocEtes  Laws  Prescribing 
Qualification  For  Suffrage  In  Line 
With  Fifteenth  Amendment  to  Pro* 
vont  Domination. 

New  York,  D'^c.  . — President-elect 
William  H.  Taft  was  the  guest  of 
kooor  at  the  'banquet  of  the  North 
Carolina  society  of  New  York. 

After  paying  a  tribute  to  North 
Carolina,  which  he  said  presented  an 
admirable  type  of  present  conditions 
te  tbe  south;  the  public  spirit  of  Its 
citizens;  progress  of  its  Industries 
amd  the  charming  companionship 
Wkich  tbe  northerner^  always  foond 
there,  the  spt^iker  pointed  out  that 
tke  laws  were  made  for  the  north 
•ad  south  and  the  functions  of  the 
government  extended  from  the  Cana- 
dian border  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
md  4ed  ap  to  this  question:  ''What 
ft  it  that  sets  the  south  apart  and 
takes  from  the  southern  people  the 
responsibilities  which  the  n. embers 
of  a  republic  ought  to  share  in  re- 
spect to  the  conduct  of  the  national 
government.'      He  continued: 

"Why  is  it  that  what  is  don':-  at 
Washington  seems  to  be  tbe  work  of 
the  north  and  west,  and  not  of  the 
aouth?  Should  this  state  of  affairs 
eontinue?  These  are  the  questions 
that  force  themselyes  on  those  of  ns 
cmcemed  with  the  govemment,  and 
mlbo  ara  most  anxious  to  liaTe  a  sol- 
id, nfiited  oonntry,  of  whoso  will  the 
aonrse  of  the  government  shall  be  an 
Intelligent  interpretation  and  expres- 
jlon. 

"We  can  not  answer  these  ques- 
tions as  the  historinn  would  and  we 
«an  not  explain  the  situation  as  it  is; 
hut  I  don't  think  we  can  ju<=tify  or 
excuse  a  continuance  of  it.  Looking 
%ack  Into  the  past,  of  course,  the  ex- 
planation of  the  difference  between 
tlie  south  and  other  two  sections  was 
te  the  institutira  of  slavery.  It  is  of 
fl»  purpose  to  point  out  that  early  in 
tta  history  oC  the  country  the  north 
wm  as  responsible  far  bringing 
dfatTes  here  as  the  south,  because  we 
era  not  concerned  with  wliose  f&ult 
ft  was  that  there  was  such  ea  tasti- 
tvtion  as  slavery. 

"l  am  not  going  to  rehearse  the 
painful  history  of  reconstnictlon  or 
what  followed  it.  I  come  at  once  to 
the  present  condition  of  things,  stat- 
ed from  a  constitutional  and  "political 
•tandpolnt.  And  that  is  this:  That 
la  all  southern  states  it  is  possible, 
election  laws'  prescribing  proper 
4a*ltflcatiQii  for  the  sulTrage  which 
acaare  with  the  fifteenth  amendment 
tmA  which  ahall  be  equally  adminis- 
tered as  betweea  the  blaok  and  white 
noes,  to  prevent  entirely  the  possi- 
Mllty  of  a  domination  of  southern 
atate,  county  or  municipal  govern- 
ment by  aa  tsaonat  electorate, white 
cr  black."  ' 

Mr.  Taft  referred  to  the  trials  of 
the  reconstruction  period,  which  ac- 
eentuated  the  trials  of  the  past,  and 
alow  return  of  prosperity  to  the 
aonth  following  the  civil  strife,  as 
ftarther  agencies  that  helped  to  keep 
alba  the  feeling  engendered  by  that 
aoatrorersy,  and  quoted  statiatics  to 
Aow  the  marrelous  growth  ia  the 
agricultural  resources  and  manufac- 
turing Industries  of  the  south. 

Continuing,  he  said:  **The  Demo- 
cratic party  has  not  preserved  Invio- 
late its  traditional  doctrine  as  to 
state's  ris^hts  and  other  issues,  and 
has  tor  the  time  adopted  new  doc- 
trines of  possibly  doubtful  economic 
truth  and  wisdom.  Southern  men  ad- 
hering to  the  i^arty  and  the  name 
find  themselves  through  the  influence 
aC  tradition  and  the  fear  of  restora- 
tion of  conditions  wliich  are  now  im- 
possible, supporting  a  platform  and 
candidate  whose  political  and  eco- 
acMnic  theories  they  distrust.  Under 
these  conditions  there  was  in  the  last 
campaign  and  there  is  today  through- 
out the  south,  among  many  of  its 
most  Influential  citizens,  an  impa- 
tienre.  a  nervousness  and  a  restless- 
ness In  voting  for  one  ticket  and  In 
rejoicing  in  the  success  of  another. 

"Now  I  am  not  one  cf  those  who 
are  disposed  to  criticise  or  emphasize 
tbe  Inconsif^tency  of  the  position  In 
which  these  gentlemen  find  them- 
selves. I  believe  it  would  he  wiser 
If  all  who  sympathize  with  one  party 
aad  its  principles  w^  t«  TOte  its 
tLdkdt,  but  I  can  readily  understand 
tk»  weight  and  inertia  of  the  tradi- 
tion and  social  consideration  that 
make  them  hesitate.  I  belleye  that 
the  movement  away  from  political 
solidity  has  started  and  ought  to  be 
encourrmed,  and  I  think  one  way  to 
encouracre  it  is  to  have  the  south 
understand  that  the  attitude  of  the 
north  and  the  Rennblican  party  to- 
ward It  Is  not  one  cf  hostility  or  crit 
icism  or  opposition,  political  or  oth- 
erwise; that  they  believe  tn  the 
maintenance  of  the  fifteenth  amend- 
ment, but  that,  as  already  explained, 
they  do  not  deem  that  amendment  to 
be  inconaisteni  with  the  south's  ob- 
talaiar  aad  malntainiag  what  It  ra- 
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suds  aa  Its  ^Uticiflf  fa] 
domination  of  an  ignorfjat 
'^e  believe  that  the  jui^pon  o: 

the  race  question  In  tbe  iduth  is 
largely  a  matter  of  industrial  and 
thorough  education.  Some  southofu- 
I  ers  who  have  given  eitpresslpn  to 
;  their  thoughts  seem  to  think  that  th? 
only  solution  of  the  negro  que-tian 
is  his  migration  to  Africa;  but  to  me 
such  a  proposition  Is  utterly  fatuous. 
The  negro  is  essential  to  the  south 
in  order  that  it  may  have  proper  la- 
bor. Their  ancestors  wore  brought 
here  against  their  wHI.  They  have 
no  country  but  this.  They  know  no 
flag  but  hours.  They  wish  to  live  un- 
der it  and  are  willing  to  die  for  it. 
They  are  Americans. 

"The  n^cnt  election  has  mnde  it 
probable  th:,t  I  shall  become  more  or 
less  responsible  for  the  policy  of  the 
next  presidential  administration,  and 
I  improve  this  opportunity  to  sny 
that  nothing  would  give  me  greater 
pride,  because  nothing  would  give 
me  more  claim  ,  to  tiie  gratitude  of 
my  fellow  citizens,  if  I  could  so  dl^ 
rect  that  pcfticy  in  respect  to  the 
southern  states  as  to  convince  its  in- 
tellis^ent  citizens  of  the  de.^ire  of  the 
administration  to  aid  them  in  worK- 
inp  out  satisfactorily  the  serious 
problems  before  them  and  of  brin^- 
in-.;  them  and  their  northern  fellow 
citizens  closer  and  closer  in  sympa- 
thy aad  point  of  View."

are  for  tlxe  good  of  tlie  commuuiiy.  i 
fie  is  the  former  of  public  opinion.  | 
He  can  direct  the  thought  channels: 
ftloBg  right  Un^  if  he  will.  He  should  ' 
be  one  of  the  most  interested  citizens 
In  tbe  welfare  of  his  town.  Tbe  busi- 
ness success  of  merchants  and  of  all 
interested  in  the  place  Is  important  to 
the  local  editor.    His  own  success  w  ill 
be  commensurate  with  tbe  advance- 
meut  of  tbe  goMral  Interests  of  tho 
place. 

It  is  often  that  the  poor  business 
ability  of  officials  of  a  town  result  in 
Injury  to  a  place.  A  city  coxmcU  com- 
posed of  "mossbacks"  can  keep  a 
town  from  progressing,  says  tbe  Agri- 
piltural  Southwest  Too  much  care 
cumbt  be  exercised  bj  the  people  in 
the  selection  of  pomm  oOcers.  There 
Is  u6  reason  why  tiM  sfliirs  of  a 
municipality  should  not  be  conducted 
along  as  sound  Unes  as  are  tlie  alEsirs 
ct  a  successfOl  business  concern.  I 

Few  farmers  realise  how  much  their ' 
Interests  are  aftected  by  the  activity  | 
of  xbe  town  near  which  they  live.  Ev- 1 
erj-^  fiirmer  should  be  as  much  inter  ! 
ested  in  the  dolugs  of  the  towuspoople 
as  ihe  residciils  of  the  place.  He  is 
one  of  the  supporters  of  its  busiuess 
Institutious,  its  schools  and  its  public 
institutions  in  general,  and  he  tshould 
feel  that  the  interests  of  the  towns- 
people are  his  own  interests.  Too  often 
lust  tlie  opposite  feelings  are  manifest. 
The  farmers  look  upon  the  residents  of 
the  towns  as  enemies,  the  machants 
•s  bloodsuckers  and  a  class  that  Utc 
sff  the  farmers.  This  Is  not  the 
case.  It  is  a  narrow  Tlew  to  take.  Tbe 
merchant  is  entitled  to  bis  small  per- 
centage of  profit  which  his  busiuess  af 
fords,  as  is  the  farmer  to  a  profit  from 
What  he  produces. 

The  residents  of  a  community  are 
entitled  to  demand  of  merchant.s  that 
theyl  be  progressive  and  keep  their 
stocis  up  to  the  standard  that  trade 
denmnds.  Back  numl>er  merchants  are 
a  detriment  to  any  place.  Business  con- 
4Ution8  are  gnuUfldly  changing.  There 
is  progress  all  along  tbe  line,  and  tbe 
merchant  who' falls  to  ke^  abreast  of 
tbe  procession  should  get  oat  of  busi- 
ness. He  is  not  much  good  to  himself 
and  a  bugaboo  to  tbe  other  progressive 
merchants  of  a  place. 

Farmers  these  days  are  the  best  In 
fornieil  classes.  Were  the  far;ueri*of  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ajro  tu  ( onibat  all 
the  problems  that  are  t<>  be  t  iken  inti» 
consideration  now  it  is  doubtful  wheth- 
er they  could  succeed.  Farming  is  dif- 
ferent; science  has  become  a  part  of 
agriculture,  and  be  who  does  not  keep 
up  to  date  must  make  |dace  f<Hr  the 
more  piogrusslfe.

Pine  Bluff,  Ark.,  Dec.  • — The  gov- 
ernment dylce  at  the  foot  of  Tennes- 
see street,  upon  which  the  residents 
of  the  eastern  portion  of  this  city  de- 
pend for  protection,  gave  way  and 
the  waters  of  the  Arkansas  river  are 
fast  eating  their  way  toward  the 
mouth  of  Hardings  bayou,  which 
crosses  the  city.

OILING  FARM  TCOLS. 


Good   Care   Will    Make   Them  Last 
Twice  as  Long. 

Why  do  we  oil  tools?  For  the  sim- 
ple reason  that  it  doubles  the  life 
and  easy  working  of  them,  says  the 
Agricultural  Gazette  of  New  South 
Wales.  This  being  so,  what  oil  is  the 
best  to  use,  and  what  is  the  best  way 
to  apply  it? 

Without  going  chemically  into  the 
reason  why,  which  would  take  too 
long  to  explain,  it  has  been  found, 
from  centuries  of  experience,  that,  like 
the  old  cari>ent('r's  rule  of  "wood  to 
wood,  iron  to  iron,"  in  working  tools, 
the  rule  in  oiling  is  "vegetable  oil 
to  vegetable  matter,  animal  oil  to 
animal  matter,  metal,  or  stone." 

Of  the  vegetable  we  have  raw 
and  boiled  Unseed*  and  castor,  from 
i^ants;  of  the  animal,  neat  or  bol- 
lock's-foot  (neat  stood  for  bollock  in 
Anglo-Saxon)  oil,  and  fat  or  tallow. 
These  are  the  only  ones  we  need  con- 
cern ourselves  with;  the  others  -are 
of  no  use  to  us. 

The  raw  linseed  oil  is  i)ale  yellow  in 
color,  and  runs  easily  as  water  ;  if  dark, 
yellow,  and  sticky  it  has  been  adulter- 
ated with  cheap  fish  oil.  The  boiled 
oil  is  naturally  much  more  sticky  than 
the  raw.  a  lot  of  the  moisture  having 
been  driven^off  in  the'  failing;  it  is 
also  darker  in  et^r  than  the  raw.  The 
difference  in  the  nse  of  these  oils  is 
that  the  raw  oil  penetrates  the 
wood-fibers  right  through,  and  only 
forms  a  skin  outside  when  these  wood- 
fibers  can  absorb  no  more  of  it.  The 
boiled  linsoed,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
too  viscous  or  thick  to  enter  the  wood 
fibers,  and  makes  a  skin  on  the  out 
side  at  once.  Thus  you  can  see  that 
if  you  are  oiling  or  painting  wood 
for  yourself  (paint  is  only  white  or  red 
le^  mixed  up  with  oil  and  coloring 
matter),  use  the  best  raw  linseed; 
and,  if  doing  a  cheap  Job  tm  someone 
else,  use  only  the  boiled;  the  wood 
will  soon  decay  as  the  boiled  oil  skin 
wears  off,  bnt  that  is  none  of  your 
business. 

Now,  to  ai)ply  these  oils:  First,  the 
linseed.  For  oiling  handles  of  any 
sort,  take  an  empty  goifU  n  synsj)  or 
jam  tin,  see  that  it  is  perfectly  clean 
and  dry,  and  half  fill  it  with  your  raw 
linseed;  stand  your  handle  or  handle^ 
in  it,  and  leave  them  there  for  a  coupie 
of  days.  Then  reverse  them  in  the 
pot,  and,  after  a  couple  of  days,  take 
them  out  and  give  them  a  rub  over 
with  a  raw  linseed  oily  rag.  They 
are  now  fit  for  use,  will  spring  well, 
and  stand  the  weather  with  impunity 
if  ihe  v/ood  in  them  is  any  good  at  all. 

You  oil  planes  differently.  For  the 
trycr,  jacks,  and  smoother,  you  first 
remove  the  wedge  and  iron.  Now 
block  the  bottom  of  the  openin;.;  (or 
"mouth")  of  the  well,  as  carpenters 
call  it,  securely  with  putty,  and  pour 
raw  linseed  oil  into  it  till  almost  full. 
Leave  it  for  a  couple  of  days,  and  you 
will  find  that  the  thirsty  beech  has 
drunk  up  all  the  oil.  Pill  her  up  again 
and  she  will  soak  up  about  half  of 
that  When  yon  find  she  will  drink 
no  more,  pour  the  rest  back  into  the 
dium,  remove  the  putty,  clean,  and 
tihe  is  ready  for  wo; i;.  If  you  want 
a  jtretty  plane,  rub  the  sides  and  top 
well  with  the  oil  also;  she  will  then 
look  as  if  she  had  been  polished.  If 
likely  to  sjet  rouirh  treatmcir,  give 
her  sides  and  top  a  coat  of  boiled 
oil  all  over;  this  saves  planes  won- 
derfully. For  other  planes,  leave  them 
in  a  billy  of  oil  for  a  couple  of  days, 
first  removing  the  iron  (the  wedge 
wants  oiling  as  well).  Then  rub  them 
on  tbe  sides,  and  they  are  ready  for 
work.  Iron  planes,  of  course,  you 
do  not  oil  at  all,  except  the  bed  or 
wearing  surface.  Tou  must  keep  on 
giving  this  a  dab  with  raw  linseed 
or,  preferably  neatsfoot,  oil,  or  you 
will  not  be  able  to  work  it  at  all. 

To  apply  neatsfoot:  You  must  kr^cp 
a  little  oil  can  full  of  it  on  the  bench; 
when  your  oil  stone  will  not  bite,  or 
your  saws  cling,  or  feel  a  bit  rusty, 
flirt  a  few  drops  on  as  needed.  Grease 
or  t»t  will  answer  the  same  purpose, 
bnt  to  not  as  good.

the  I'acilic  coasl.  it  passes  us  by. 

_  The  South  is  ihe  unknown  land  in 
'America.  duch  ot  it  is  our  own 
fault.  We  have  lived  witlum  our- 
selves. We  have  felt  ourselves  bet- 
ter tliaii  til  J  rest  ot  the  country.  But 
the  awakening  is  at  hand.  And  this 
great  commercial  congress  is  one  oi 
the  steps  taken  by  the  men  of  the 
Southland  to  let  the  worid  know  that 
we  are  ready  ior  industrial  devel- 
opment, that  we  welcojjie  foreign 
eapital,  that  we  are  ready  to  trade 
the  rest  of  the  woild  trades. 


KENTUCKY  TAX  LAWS. 


The  newspapers  of  the  State  are 
working  up  an  interest  in  the  tax 
laws.  They  are  slowly  educating  the 
people  to  some  of  the  many  iniquiiies 
of  the  present  system.  The  people  oi 
Kentucky  have  become  so  accustomed 
to  the  burden  that  they  do  not  real- 
ize h^w  iniquitous  it  is. 

The  Constitution  requires  a  gen- 
eral property  tax;  ihat  is,  it  requues 
all  classes  of  property  to  be  t&xe<1 
alike  for  all  purposes.  The  deposit 
in  bank  which'-inay  not  be  yield  ng 
any  interest  whatever  is  taxed  the 
same  as  the  lea!  estate  renting^  fo- 
a  good  income.  The  mortgage  ou 
the  real  estate  is  taxed  at  its  full 
value  and  the  real  estate  on  which 
the  mortgage  is  an  incumbrance  is 
taxed  at  its  lull  value,  thns  consti- 
tuting double  taxation. 

As  thingf?  stand  it  is  impossible 
for  our  people  to  invest  in  such 
railroad  and  industrial  bonds  as  must 
necessarily  be  issued  if  the  resources 

of  the  State  are  prmperly  developed,  |  ^^"^^^  today  that  made  possible

Dr.  Weber  made  an  eloouent  plea 
or  tlie  tobacco  tenants.  lie  remind- 
il  his  hearers  that  now  in  the  time 
if  their  prosperity  and  success  w^as 
he  hour  in  which  to  enoouraire  and 
the  tenants  who  in  so  many  eases 
ukI  boi-ne  the  brunt  of  the  fight.  His 
nibject  was  "Why  W^  are  Here"  and 
le  convulsed  his  readers  by  his  nnm- 
■rous  attempts  to  answer  the  ques- 
iion. 

Pres.  Tayler  Speaks. 

President  H.  K.  Taylor  of  Ken- 
ucky  ,Wesleyan  College  was  un- 
sparmg  in  his  roasting  of  Mr.  Gar- 
ner and  told  some  good  stories  on 
the  latter.  His  subject  was  "Rural 
Renaissance"  and  he  ma<le  an  elo- 
(juent  plea  for  the  farmers  boys. 
The  tendency  of  today  is  for  the  boy 
to  drift  to  the  cities.  He  finds  the 
farm  incongenial.  This  must  be 
;hanged  in  Kentucky.  The  farm 
home  nuist  be  made  more  attractive, 
the  school  houses  must  be  made 
beautiful  and  t^e  center  of  a  com- 
munity life.  Better  educational  con- 
ditions must  jire\ail.  Then  the  far- 
mer boy  will  remain  at  home  and 
be  cont.'nt((l  and  feel  that  his  Ufe 
work  is  there.

Judj^e  Ed.  ()"li'r;ir  was  frreotod  with 
tfeniendous  applause  Avlieii  li"  rose 
to  speak.  His  early  advocacy  of  the 
Burley  Society  was  evidently  remem- 
bered by  the  hearers.  The  Judjje  said 
he  intended  to  be  serious.  He  re- 
newed the  events  Unit  lead  up  to  the 
llevolJitionary  War  and  compared  the 
spirit  of  the  fathers  with  the  spirit 
necessary  today. 

The  Angrlo-Saxon  anoostors  of 
Kentuekinns  lind  fouirlit  to  be  free 
men,  they  had  refused  to  be  dictated 
to  or  owned  by  anybody.  Bo  with 
their  sons  today.  The  great  tobacco 
trust  had  sought  to  oppress  and  en- 
slave them.  By  lawful  methods  the 
Burley  Society  had  met  and  con- 
quered.

Judge  Lindsay.  ' 

^udge  Lindsay  was  enthusiastically 
received  and  listened  to  with  great 
attention.  His  subject  was  **What 
the  Pedeial  Ooxcrnment  lias  Failed 
to  Do.*'  He  said  it  was  too  big  for 
the  occasion;  that  if  he  attempted 
to  cover  it  he  would  be  talking  till 
Wednesday  night  and  longer.  He 
tried  to  regulate  the  Federal  govern- 
ment once  in  his  younger  days  when 
he  and  700,000  of  his  Southern  neigh- 
bors had  protested  against  some  of 
the  Federal  €k>vemnient  acts.  He 
fpnnd  after  four  yeius  of  bloody 
war  that  it  did  not  pay. 

P.ut  the  best  advice  he  could  give 
the  tobacco  men  was  to  act  for  them- 
selves. The  government  had  attempt- 
ed to  dissolve  the  Xorthern  Securities 
Company;  the  same  men  still  control 
the  pioperty.  Tiie  Standard  Oil  i- 
attacked  but  it  goes  on  serenely  and 
while  Federal  ofllcers  are  filing  hills 
and  taking  long  depositions  a^r:iinst 
the  American  Tobacco  Trust,  the  far- 
mers of  Kentucky  had  brought  them 
to  terms. 

Mr.  Chas.  I.  Sttwart. 

Mr.  Chas.  I.  Stewart  made  a  con- 
vincing speech  on  the  value  ,of  or-  ' 
ganization.  He  was  listened 'to  at- 
tentively and  his  remarks  were  cor- 
dially received  and  liberally  applaud- 
ed.   He  said  in  ])art: 

*'That  organization  is  essential  in 
every  branch  of  industry  is  no  longer 
a  debatable  f||||>osition.  The  one 
conspicuous  phase  of  our  modern  af- 
fairs is  in  (lie  superior  development 
of  or^^u^tion.  The  growth  of  all 
instituoons  that  constitute  civiUjsa- 
tion  has  been  a  constant  enlarge- 
ment of  organization. 

''In  this  era  of  co-operafive  prog- 
ress the  farmer  has  been  the  one  in- 
dividual who  has  held  out  most  stub- 
borly  against  those  forces  constant- 
ly tending  to  revolutionize  conditions. 
We  are  merely  in  the  infancy  of  the 
industrial  organization.  Instead  of 
reversing  the  wheels  of  prepress  and 
going  back  to,  the  day  of  small  thinirs 
and  primitive  conditions  we  shall 
move  forward  for  the  higher  develop- 
ment of  organization  and  for  its  ad- 
justment to  the  service  of  all  classes  i 
of  the  people. 

''N'o  mon  can  doubt  that  the  one 
thing  needful  to  the  complete  in- 
dependence of  the  producers  of  this 
region  is  that  they  stand  firmly  to- 
gether. "Within  a  smaller  scope  the 
organization  of  the  tobacco  growers 
is  scarcely  loss  essential  than  the 
existence  of  the  Government  itself. 
The  proposition  that  one  man,  act- 
ing alone,  is  helpless,  while  forty 
thousand,  standing  together,  are  pow- 
erful, seems  so  simple  that  even  a 
child  can  grasp  it."

Quince  chips  are  a  thick  preserve  of 
tender  o'lir  ces  and  sugar  syrup.  A 
little  invention 
may  vary  this  by 
adding  fruit  that 
does  not  disturb 
the  flavor.  When 
cooked  all  alone 
the  quince  flavor 
is  quite  strong, 
and  sweet  apples 
se^  ereated  to 
flavor  tma  the 
quince.  A  very  few  quince  preserves 
with  ice  cream  is  a  dainty  dish,  and 
a  spoonful  served  with  a  mound  of 
whipped  cream  and  gelatin  is  delicious. 

The  Housekeeper  suggests  new  ways 
for  the  fruit,  and  one  of  these  is  a 
trifle  made  with  chopped  preserved 
qu'nces.  Arrange  them  in  a  deei) 
glass  dish  with  alternate  layers  of 
macaroon  or  sponge  cake  crumbs,  then 
pour  over  a  rich  boiled  custard  made 
vith  the  yolks  of  six  egga,  three  table- 
spconfnls  of  sugar,  three  cupfuls  of 
Kilk  and  half  a  tea^KXMifal  of  almond 
extract.  Pour  the  custard  over  while 
it  is  still  warm  and  set  aside  until  very 
cold.  Just  before  serving  heap  over 
the  top  the  whites  of  two  eggs  whipped 
to  a  very  stiff  snow  with  two  table 
spoonfuls  of  j)owdered  sugar  and  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  chopped  blanched 
almonds.  Garnish  with  candied  orange 
carpels  or  candied  cherries. 

A  quince  tart  is  either  a  pie  or  pud- 
ding if  one  prefers  it  so  called,  but  it 
is  equally  delicious  under  either  name. 
Press  one  |dnt  erf  qolnee  pulp  through 
a  colander,  add  to  it  one  cupful  of 
granulated  sugar,  the  beaten  yolks  of 
four  eggs  and  one  pint  of  milk.  Line 
a  shallow  pudding  dish  with  puff  paste 
and  pour  in  the  quince  mixture.  Twist 
a  strip  of  the  pastry  around  the  edge 
of  the  dish  for  a  border,  and  bake  in  a 
n'0'lera.te  oveii  for  about  half  an  hour 
o!-  u'.inl  dcTie.  Whij)  the  whites  of  the 
eugs  to  a  very  stiff  snow  with  four 
t;  '  lespoonfuls  of  powdered  sugar, 
heap  it  over  the  top.  and  let  it  brown 
very  delicately  in  a  slow  oven.  Serve 
cold  with  whipped  cream. 

Tapioca  oooked  in  water -  until  per- 
fectly clear  and  thick  to  Jelly  makes 
another  pleasing  foundation  f^r  a 
quince  dish.  Sweeten  the  tapioca  to 
taste  and  flavor  with  a  little  nutmeg 
and  lemon  juice,  Plgkce  it  in  layers  in 
a  buttered  pudding  dish  with  cho|)pen 
preserved  quinces,  cover  the  to])  with 
the  whites  of  two  eg::s  whipi)ed  to  a 
stiff  snow  with  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
powdered  sugar,  and  let  it  brown  deli- 
cately in  a  slow  oven.  The  syrup 
should  be  drained  from  the  fruit  and 
used  as  a  sauce.  Whipped  cream  is 
also  a  -delicious  accompaniment  Tliis 
pudding  is  excellent  ^ther  hot  or  cold.
